British  Columbia  Labor  De- 
partment Feels  It  Is  Not 
Justified  in  Urging  Work 
in  Prairie  Fields 

CROP  CONDITION 
FORCES  DECISION, 


The  prospect*  for  unemployed 
finding  labor  during  'he  harvest 
time  !i,  the  Prairie  Provinces  is  not 
very  bright  this  season,  owing  to 
patctv,  i-onditlnn  of  'hs  wheat 
crop  there.  The  Department  of 
Labor  In  this  province  la  therefore. 
In  view  of  the  whole  situation,  ab- 
staining from  any  attempt  at  urging 
men  to  leave  British  Columbia  to 
engage  In  the  harvest  fields 

This  Is  prompted  for  two 
reasons  In  the  first  place  the  num- 
ber of  unemployed  In  British 
Columbia  Is  not  great  at  the  pegssnt 
Mine  There  I*,  according  to  the  re- 
ports received  at  headquarters,  cm- 
|  »  :it  for  practically  all  who  de- 
sire lo  find  work.  Under  such 
conditions  the  Department  of  Labor 
la  not  anxloua  to  do  anything  thrt 
will  have  the  tendency  to  deprive 
any  of  the  industries  of  the  province 
ot  the  required  help 

On  the  other  hBnd  the  crop  on 
the  Prairie*  is  poasibly  leas  than 
half  what  It  was  last  year.  In  many 
parts  there  is.  owing  to  the  luck 
of  rain,  a  pracUcal  failure  Where 
rain  fell  at  the  right  time  Ufl 
b»  fair  and  the  quality  of  the  Wheal 
will  be  good  This,  with  the  con- 
sequent increase  In  price  which  la 
expected,  will  make  the  situation 
lee*  embarrassing,  but  the  number 
required  and  the  rate  of  wages  lo 
be  paid  Is  a  doubtful  proposition 

It  is  possible  that  a  number  of 
farmers  who  have  suffered  from  the 
light  crops  will  seek  work  with 
farmers  who  have  fared  better.  Till* 
will  cut  down  the  number  of  i-.en 
required 

Under  all  the  circumstances  It  Ik 
not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a 
large  demand  upon  this  province  for 
labor  Last  year  some  10.000  went 
from  Brltiah  Columbia.  The  em- 
ployment bureaus  will  be  ready  to 
provide  all  Information  possible  with 
respect  to  the  rates  for  ' ramporta- 
Uon  and  will  render  any  assistance 
in  all  line*  of  Information.  At  the 
same  time  there  will  be  no  ,peclai 
endeavor  made  to  urge  worker*  to 
leave  for  the  harvest

Officially  presumed  dead  by  the 
cnmta  on  August  2  last,  after  an 
absence  of  ten  years.  Mrs  Elizabeth 
J.  Beck,  formerly  of  Centre  Island, 
B.C.  .  but  now  resident  In  Southern 
Britlah  Columbia.  Is  not  dead,  but 
very  much  alive. 

Mrs.  Beck  read  a  newspaper  dis- 
patch that  Mr  Justice  D  A  Mc- 
Donald had  given  leave  In  the  Su- 
preme Court  at  Victoria  to  her  hus- 
band to  presume  her  dead  8he 
went  to  the  Supreme  Court  Registry 
In  Vancouver  with  a  clipping  of  the 
paper;  the  Vancouver  Registry  com- 
municated with  the  Victoria  Reg- 
istry and  Mr  Justice  D.  A  Mc- 
Donald, who  had  issued  the  order 
on  material  presented  by  Mr  Rob- 
ert A.  Wootton.  was  notified.  HI* 
lordship  In  turn  notified  the  Reg- 
ister of  Births.  Deaths  and  Mar- 
riages, SO  that  Mrs  Beck  s  official 
demise  will  he  revoked  In  the  rec- 
ordi 

The  preliminary  court  order,  pre- 
suming Mrs  Beck  dead,  stands  un- 
til application  la  made  to  the  court 
to  set  It  aside.  It  waa  stated  at  the 
Victoria  Registry.

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SINGAPORE 

The  Labor  Party  In  Britain  has  always  been 
oppoaed  to  the  building  of  the  great  naval  base 
at  Singapore,  one  of  Britain's  keys  to  Empire 
A.i'-iuly  v  •!!).-  r 1 1 ;  1 1 1  ■  n . uf  pnunds  have  been  spent, 
on  this  project,  and.  despite  this,  the  suggestion 
Is  made  by  the  Labor  Government  that  It  should 
be  abandoned.  It  Is  true  that  the  proposal  Is  to 
take  the  opinions  of  the  Overseas  Dominions  be- 
fore such  a  drastic  step  with  all  the  money  wast- 
age it  involves  Is  effected.  It  Is  not  clear,  how- 
ever, that  Mr  Ramsay  MacDonald  Intends  to  be 
guided  by  what  the  Dominions  will  say.  Those 
Dominions  most  closely  affected  are  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  but  South  Africa  and  Canada, 
because  of  their  Individual  lack  of  the  means  of 
naval  defence,  are  dependent  on  Empire-wide 
naval  communications  and  facilities  if  at.  all 
times  and  under  any  circumstances  their  terri- 
tory Is  to  be  rendered  inviolable  through  the  pro- 
tection of  the  British  Navy. 

A  few  days  ago  81r  Joseph  Ward,  the  Prime 
Minister  of  New  Zealand,  said  that  his  Govern- 
ment regarded  the  completion  of  the  naval  base 

at  Singapore  as  a  matter  of  the  utmost  Impor- 
tance to  the  defence  of  the  Empire.  There  la 
not  a  shadow  of  doubt  that  Australia  will  take 
the  same  attitude.  Now  Zealand  has  contributed 
$1,250,000  towards  the  project.  Sir  Joseph  re- 
gards Singapore  as  one  of  the  gateways  of  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  if,  as  is  suggested,  this  ocean  Is 
to  outrival  the  Atlantic  In  trade  and  commerce 
In  the  not  distant  future  it  is  Incumbent  on  the 
British  peoples  to  Insure  that  the  ways  of  the 
sea,  which  are  the  ways  of  Empire,  are  open  to 
the  vessels  of  the  Royal  Navy  and  to  those  of 
the  navies  of  the  various  Dominions.  It  Is  In- 
conceivable to  believe,  for  Instance,  that  this 
Dominion,  which  has  been  sadly  recreant  In  Its 
own  dutlea  of  naval  defence,  should  ndvlse  a 
Labor  Government  In  Britain  to  abandon  the 
naval  base  at  Singapore,  when  other  Dominions, 
which  have  shown  a  full  sense  of  naval  responsi- 
bility, are  wholly  In  favor  of  the  maintenance 
and  building  up  of  one  of  the  main  strategic 
naval  bases  In  the  scheme  of  Empire  affairs. 

AUSTRALIA'S  POPULATION  PROBLEM 

Australia's  most  Important  problem  during  the 
last  ten  years  or  so  has  been  one  of  population. 
How  many  people  can  the  country  support?  What 
are  the  best  types  of  Immigrants  to  encourage? 
Ought  there  to  be  a  color  bar?  Is  there  anything 
In  the  theory  that  what  Is  known  as  the  Nordic 
It  the  best  type  of  colonist?  These  are  the  ques- 
tions over  which  Australian  statesmen  and  sta- 
tisticians have  been  puzzling  themselves. 

What  Is  Australia's  "  carrying  capacity"  as  re- 
gards population?  Authorities  on  this  subject 
differ  widely.  Professor  East,  of  Harvard,  has 
declared  of  the  current  increase  of  Australia's 
population  In  his  book  "Mankind  at  the  Cros3- 
vgays."  that  "if  this  Increase  should  go  on.  Aus- 
tralia would  have  40.000.000  people;  and  they 
cannot  stand  this  rate  of  Increase.  Therefore. 
Australia  must  be  marked  off  the  list  as  a  source 
of  any  but  temporary  support  for  Indigent 
peoples  " 

It  Is  the  belief  of  this  pessimistic  authority 
that  Australians  are  living  on  the  rim  of  a  soup 
plate.  The  rim  Is  fertile— at  least  In  spots— the 
bowl  U  a  barren  desert  without  water  supply. 
There  Is  no  hope  of  any  considerable  Irrigation 
projects.  Out  of  their  1,904.000.000  acres  there 
ice  only  about  40.000.000  acres  of  arable  land  by 
the  most  optimistic  estimate.  Thus  Australia, 
when  treated  as  a  place  to  live  In,  shrinks  to  the 
site  of  Spain,  or.  possibly  Italy.  It  la  probable 
that  in  less  than  thirty  years  she  will  cease  to 
bo  a  food -exporting  nation. 

On  the  other  hand.  Dr  A  E  V  Richardson,  of 
the  Waite  Agricultural  Institute  of  Adelaide,  has 
made  estimates  or  the  future  wheat-producing 
capacity  of  the  country  which  indicates  that  the 
maximum  possible  wheat  yield  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  support  a  population  of  100.000.000.  In 
the  meantime,  the  first  train  has  Just  arrived  at 
Alice  Springs,  the  capital  of  Central  Australia 
It  la  a  great  step  in  the  progress  of  the  line 
which  will  one  day  cross  from  north  to  south, 
from  Port  Darwin  to  Adelaide  While  the  section 
from  Adelaide  to  Alice  Springs  Is  complete,  that 
from  Port  Darwin  has  only  reached  Katherlne. 
which  is  several  hundred  miles  from  Alice 
Springs  Alice  Springs  has  long  had  the  tele- 
graph wire,  and  for  some  time  has  had  a  six- 
weekly  motor  service  northward,  and  a  more 
frequent  service  downward.  Now  the  railway  Is 
there  • 

of  course,  the  population  In  this  remotest 
part  of  the  great  island  continent  will  remain 
small  for  the  present,  but  Its  extreme  loneliness 
haft  gone  and  the  pioneering  period  Is  drawing 
ti,  a  close.  Already  there  Is  talk  of  great  Irriga- 
tion works  which  wUl  recreate  the  Central  Desert 
and  do  for  11  what  Irrigation  has  done  for  the 
Rlverlna  district  of  New  South  Wales. 

The  Australians  are  optimistic  folk,  but  they

■teamen  just  before  the  Ireeae-up. 

■  es  and  bagtmaaantl  care- 
fully stored  away  for  use  during  the 
OOmbjt  j ear.  His  post  was  at  a 
settlement  of  some  years'  standing, 
where  Eskimo  have  sailboats  and 
gasoline  launches,  and  where  even 
electricity  is  available  from  a  small 
power  plant  bulft  by  the  Govern- 
ment, a  settlement  where  a  number 
of  Indians  and  Eskimos  live,  and 
here  there  is  a  large  missionary 
school,  His  practice  would  be  larger 
and  his  Isolation  not  so  complete 
as  that  of  Dr.  Livingstone 

Now  Dr.  Livingstone  Is  looking 
forward  to  the  arrival  of  the  Cana- 
dian Government  steamer  Beothlc. 
which  will  take  him  out  and  bring 
his  relief  Either  Dr.  R.  D.  Martin 
of  Barrle.  Ont  .  or  Dr  H  A-  Stuart, 
of  Sydney.  N.S .  will  go  up.  Dr. 
Livingstone  will  proceed  with  the 
ship  to  Hudson  liay  and  across  it 
to  Chesterfield  Inlet,  where  he  will 
once  more  superintend  the  erection 
of  another  house  m  which  he  will 
dwell  later. 

Then  he  will  come  back  with  the 
ship  to  Sydney  and  by  tralu  to 
Ottawa,  to  make  his  report  to  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  and  Uie 
Director  of  the  Northwest  Territories 
and  Yukon  Branch  of  Uie  depart- 
ment After  a  stay  at  home  for  a 
few  weeks  he  will  again  start  a  long 
trek  by  rail,  canoe,  dog  team  and 
plane  back  to  Chesterfield  Inlet. 
Here  there  Is  a  growing  mining  com- 
munity and  a  number  of  Eskimos. 

West  of  Chesterfield  Inlet,  on  the 
Arctic  Ocean  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Coppermine  River,  and  near  Dis- 
mal Lake  and  Bloody  Palls,  another 
doctor  will  reside  this  Winter, 
whichever  of  Uie  two  other  doctors 
mentioned  does  not  go  to  Pang- 
nirtung  Ships  of  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  will  freight  lumber  and 
supplies  for  the  cabin  northward  foe 
the  Government,  taking  thein  down 
the  Mackensle  River  to  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  then  eastward  along  this  sea 
or  floating  ice  to  the  site  for  the 
new  post. 

Even  in  the  distant  north  there 
are  compensation*  for  the  Isolation 
these  doctors  endure.  They  can  go 
out  and  hunt  caribou,  moose,  bear, 
musk-ox,  hares,  seals  and  walrus  arty 
day  In  the  week;  get  the  thrill  that 
comes  from  riding  behind  a  good 
team  of  Eskimo  huskies  with  a  weli- 
shod  native  sled  and  speeding  over 
ice  and  snow  on  a  chase  in  company 
with  natives  and  Mounted  Police 
They  see  sight*  and  travel  over 
country  which  few  white  men  have 
seen.  Their  cans  are  not  all  from 
among  Uie  small  population  of  the 
post  where  they  are  stationed,  but 
often  bring  adventure  when  they 
have  to  hit  the  trail  In  Uie  deep  of 
Winter  with  an  Eskimo  driver  and 
a  learn  of  dogs. 

In  this  land  of  glaciers,  Ice  and 
snow,  or  flowers  In  Summer,  snd 
only  windswept  whiteness  In  Winter, 
the  Canadian  Government  believes 
there  are  posslbllltlea  for  the  future. 

The  native  Eskimos  are  indispen- 
sable. Without  them  the  white  man 
ran  never  hope  to  bring  the  Arctic 
Into  civilisation  Therefore  the 
Eskimo  must  be  preserved,  his  health 
taken  care  of,  and  the  high  mortal- 
ity cut  down.  To  this  end  doctors 
and  food  supply  are  steadily  going 
north.

The  whole  Idea  of  a 
loa  maximum  rata,  ha  continued, 
was  that  It  was  designed  to  prevent 
people  throwing  up  their  property 
in  the  way  that  they  did  today 
PlttE  COMMUNISM 

Major  Holmes  was  strongly  sup- 
ported by  Mr  David  Leeming.  "The 
present  system  of  taxation  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia."  said  Mr.  Leeming. 
"Is  nothing  more  or  less  than  pure 
communism,  and  will  remain  so  as 
long  as  wa  tax  property  that  Is  ab- 
solutely inert  We  have  reached  a 
condition  of  affairs  that  must  be 
changed,  and  the  courage  to  effect 
this  change  should  emanate  from 
Just  such  bodies  as  the  Victoria 
Real  Estate  Board  " 

"We  are  living  today  under  an 
economic  system  that  Is  absolutely 
destructive  to  capital  values."  con- 
Unued  the  speaker,  and  went,  on  to 
cite  cases  of  property  which  was 
taxed  srtth  no  relaUon  to  Its  proper 
value.

He  recalled  the  efforts  of  New- 
Zealand  and  Australia  for  the  Em- 
pire during  the  Oreat  War  Those 
Dominions  were  entitled  to  expect 
that  if  danger  should  threaten  them 
the  Empire  should  go  to  their  aid 
with  all  the  strength  which  could 
be  mustered.  To  do  this  the  navy 
had  to  have  a  base  in  the  Ea-st. 
where  ships  could  obtain  fuel  and 
supplies  on  their  way  to  Australia.

Maintaining  he  was  no  opponent 
of  self-government.  Mr  Churchill 
said  he  doubted  whether  the  Egyp- 
tian people  were  capable  of  assum- 
ing the  full  responsibility  of  gov- 
erning Miemselvas.

Discussing  naval  disarmament, 
the  former  Chancellor  said  the 
Washington  agreement  of  1921  hsd 
provided  for  equality  of  battle  fleets 
between  Oreat  Britain  and  the 
United  States.  But  Oreat  Britain 
had  reserved  her  programme  of 
cruLsers  and  smaller  vessels  from 
the  scope  of  that  agreement.  In 
his  opinion,  there  had  never  been 
two  nations  in  the  world  whose 
problems  of  naval  defence  were  so 
different  and  he  doubted  the 
feasibility  of  attempting  to  apply 
the  principle  of  parity  to  all  classes 
of  ships. 

There  was,  however,  no  reason  for 
pessimism  about  the  naval  situa- 
tion. Mr,  Ohurcluil  felt  Britons 
aere  iure.  no  matter  how  many 
-hips  the  United  states  built,  they 
would  "never  be  used  against  us."

Mr.  John  Nicholson  Arrives 
in  Dorothy  M.  Sce>  That 
Fishermen  Do  Not  Exceed 
Legal  Catch

Coming  to  Victoria  to  have  his 
launch  overhauled.  Fisheries  Ouard- 
lan  John  Nicholson  is  at  prc.vnt  la 
the  city,  and  reports  *verythln« 
quiet  throughout  Die  M  -  :  uvn 
which  he  luu  jurlAdic'ion  He  pa- 
trols trie  coast  from  Cowtchan  Bay. 
taking  In  Salt  Spring  Island. 
Saantch  Inlet  and  the  waters  to  the 
International  Boundary  as  far  as 
Beechy  Head 

There  was  a  time  when  this  same 
fisheries  patrol  "beat"  provided 
some  excitement  in  connection  with 
the  chasing  and  inspection  of  fish- 
ermen, both  home  and  foreign,  but 
It  is  different  now  It  is.  of  course, 
possible,  as  Mr  Nicholson  stated,  for 
a  seine  boat  to  dodge  into  Cowlchan 
Bay  or  Baanlch  Inlet  which  are 
closed  to  all  but  sportsmen,  and 
make  n  "set"  while  he  is  inspertlnx 
the  cannery  at  Esquimau,  for  in- 
stance; but  the  chance-taklnij  fish- 
ermen are  not  so  plentiful  aj 
used  to  be  and  he  is  sure  that  this 
does  not  occur  very  often. 

The  fisheries  guardian  wished  to 
point  out  that  sportsmen  could  as- 
sist him  in  a  variety  of  ways  when 
it  is  his  duty  to  Inspect  their  boaLs 
and  catches  He  finds  it  difficult  to 
gajl  'hem  to  stop  when  he  runs 
alongside  to  see  if  the  law.  with  re- 
spect to  limits,  is  being  observed. 
Ten  salmon  to  each  sporting  boat 
is  now  the  limit,  no  matter  how 
many  fishermen  there  may  be 
aboard,  but  one  man  In  a  boat  can 
take  five  fl.«h  and  can  use  two  lines, 
which  was  not  the  case  last  year 
when  onlv  one  line  was  allowed 
"  Mr  Nicholson  has  been  ten  years 
in  this  particular  service,  and  OsVS 
several  Ideas  of  his  own  regarding 
the  welfare  of  salmon  in  general. 

lie  itatej  that  a  lot  ot  fish  enter 
Coldstream — Cohoes.  humps  and 
dogs— and  are  there  now  In  con- 
siderable numbers  If  some  pools 
were  made  there,  which  could  be 
done  at  comparatively  small  ex- 
pense, the  fish  would  have  s  chance 
to  multiply  greatly,  the  trouble  at 
present  being  that  after  the  spawn 
is  deposited  the  water  drops  because 
of  the  lack  of  rain,  leaving  the  eggs 
to  dry  in  the  sun  He  also  believes 
from  observations  covering  his 
period  of  service  that  the  greatest 
enemies  of  the  salmon  are  DOl 
seals  and  sea  Hons,  but  the  count- 
leas  numbers  of  wildfowl,  many  or 
them  being  of  no  value  to  the 
sportsmen,  which  feed  from  dawn 
until 'dusk  dally  on  the  young  fry 
as  well  as  the  spawn. 

The  boat  on  which  the  fisheries 
guardian  does  all  his  traveling  is 
named  the  Dorothy  M.  She  is 
thlrtv-five  feet  long  and  la  powered 
with  a  twenty-four  horsepower  cyl- 
inder heavy  duty  motor  Under 
favorable  circumstances  the  Doro- 
thy M  will  do  twelve  miles  au  hour.

the  Puget  Sound  seaboard  to  com- 
pete. The  racing  of  sail  craft 
slumped  with  the  coming  of  the 
motor  car.  as  did  the  building  of 
motor-powered  boots,  which,  im- 
mediately prior  to  that  time,  had 
seriously  threatened  the  supremacy 
of  the  wind-driven  yachts  as  pleas- 
ure-givers. 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  motor 
boat  will  ever  supplant  the  motor 
car  in  popular  favor,  but  in  the 
opinion  of  local  shipbuilders  there  la 
going  to  be  a  big  revival  In  favor  of 
racing  and  cruising  In  the  witters 
hereabouts  with  big  and  little  craft 

Happening  to  come  in  contact 
with  some  of  the  local  rnihu«lasta 
who  are  arranging  for  the  racing 
events  at  Cordova  Bay  on  Wednes- 
day. August  28.  the  Colonist  repre- 
sentative got  an  earful  oo>  interest- 
ing information  concerning  the 
events  that  will  be  staged  that  ttay. 
and  Incidentally  came  to  know 
something  of  the  things  which  they 
have  in  mind  for  the  future  good 
of  the  game.  It  appears  that  there 
Is  already  in  com  mission  some  six  or 
eight  sixteen -twenty  horsepower- 
driven  boats  owned  locally  and 
capable  of  making  up  to  thirty-six 
miles  an  hour. 

PAST  TRAVELING 

The  same  type  of  boat,  similarly 
equipped,  made  this  time  at  a  re- 
cent regatta  In  Oreen  Lake.  Seattle, 
where  over  a  hundred  craft  of  vari- 
ous classes  competed,  while  larger 
boats  with  engines  developing  up  to 
thlrty-slx  horsepower  truveied  at 
astonishing  rate  of  forty-four  miles 
an  hour 

This  was  done  on  a  circular 
course,  measured  and  buoved  cor- 
taoUy,  with  the  timing  done  by  city 
offlclala  Needless  to  state,  the 
spectators  got  some  fine  thrill-,  the 
contestants  being  In  view  from  every 
section  of  the  short  line  Indicat- 
ing the  interest  which  this  latest 
form  of  recreation  may  stimulate 
lorallv.  some  thirty  thousand  people 
watched  the  outboard  motor  races 
at  the  Sound  City. 

In  addition  to  the  outboard 
events  planned  for  the  first  rr«atta 
of  t.hL*.  kind  here  there  will  be  a 
race  for  a  type  of  runabout  launch, 
cabable  of  carrying  six  or  eight  pa»- 
scngers  ordinarily  and  developing  a 
speed  of  twenty -Ave  miles  an  hour 
with  one  person  abosrd  These 
boats  are  a  sturdy  family  tvpe.  per- 
fect I v  seaworthy,  and  are  standard- 
Ired  bv  the  Government,  of  British 
Columbia  to  meet  the  necessities  of 
the  Forest  Branch  for  able  patrol 
boats.  There  are  a  number  of  these 
boats  here  built  from  plans  designer] 
bv  t  F  *Johnson,  of  the  Johnson 
Motor  Works.  Waukegan.  Michigan, 
who  specialises  In  this  type  of 
launch 

FAVOR  EI.K  LAKE 

Although  Cordova  Bay  provides 
a  favorable  enough  course  for  rac- 
ing Iheae  particular  classes  of  mo- 
tor boats  In  certain  waters  and  sea- 
sons, It  Is  not  always  reliable  even 
in  the  Summer  time;  and  because  of 
this,  the  Interested  parties  are  won- 
dering why  It  is  not  possible  to 
utilise  Elk  l.akf  for  the  purpose  of 
racing  their  speed  craft  under  more 
or  leas  Ideal  conditions  A  two- 
mile  circular  course  could  easily  be 
arranged  for  there,  it  Is  claimed, 
where  everyone  could  have  an  un- 
interrupted view  of  the  competlttng 
boats  from  the  start  to  the  finish. 

Knowing  that  the  lake  ||  rt  bird
